Service Before Self Hi*? 

Never was there a more misused word today than the 
word service. Service clubs, so-calkd, harp on it contin¬ 
ually. They meet once a week to hold a confab which often 
takes the form of a mutual admiration society, and then 
proceed to round up the citizens in a drive for some local 
enterprise, which the public subscribe to according to their 
means, and when it is all over and the shekels counted, the 
president of the club tells the world what a grand thirg the 
Skookum Rotary Club has accomplished. 

As a chain is no stronger than its weakest link, so is a 
service club discounted to a considerable extent if it lias a- 
mong its members deadwood. There are some who will 
join any fraternal or other kind of organization for the cheap 
notoriety they may secure, yet in every day practice act in 
absolute violation of the principles which their service club 
advocates. One past-president of a small town service chi 
is even on record as refusing the Salvation Aimy the right 
to hold a tag day, an organization, by the way, which has 
rendered more service to humanity in the low er stratas of 
life than any service club existing. 

Service clubs cannot be 100 percent, up to the stand¬ 
ard set forth in their declaration of principles of ethics, but 
at the same time they will be subjected to criticism so long 
as they have among then membership men whose every-day 
actions point them out clearly as mere hyprccritcs when 
comes to talking of “service before self" and other kinds of 
bunk. Paul Harris, the founder of the modern service club 
movetfient, had a grand ideal in mind when he instituted his 
first club of a handful of members in Chicago less than a 
quarter of a century ago, but he never intended it to be us- 
used in a commercial sense for the self-aggrandizcmnt of in¬ 
dividual members.

Fresh Resources Are Unveiled 
By Recent Surveys In North 
Each year in Canada surveys are | 
pushed farther into the hinterland 
and each advance discloses valuable i 
resources of which citizen had not i 
previously been aware. The Peace 
River District has been popularly 
thought of as the last "inland empire" 
in that direction, but an engineer of 
the Topographical Survey of the De¬ 
partment of the Interior during the 
summer of 1927 penetrated west and 
north of the outermost edge of Peace 
River and found a land of fertile 
grassy hills, of high rolling open 
plateaus upon which roam flocks of 
Rocky Mountain goats and bighorn 
sheep and herds of caribou, and 
where the grizzly bear takfes his ease 
with dignity. The country is drain¬ 
ed by clear, cold, Ash-teeming rivers 
and streams which have their rise 
in the glaciers of the main range of 
the Rockies to the west. 

The investigations of the explora¬ 
tory party extended in general over 
an area 80 miles west and 175 miles 
north of Hudson Hope, or roughly 
between latitudes 56 degrees and 58 
degrees, and longitudes 122 degress 
and 124 degrees. Fifteen years ago 
the south-eastern corner of this coun¬ 
try, the nearest point to civilization, 
'lay distant from Edmonton, a six 
weeks’ journey of hard travelling. 
Now, with improved rail and steam- 
1 boat facilities, it can be reached in 

I summer in as many days. The south¬ 
erly edge of this area was first touch¬ 
ed in 1793 by Sir Alexander Macken¬ 
zie during his famous overland jour- 

I I ney to the Pacific. Later on the more 
accessible portions of the Peace and 
Finlay Rivers were explored. 

As a result of the season’s work a 
i total of about 10,000 square miles of 
i new territory was covered and in-
